car. .The following rules in 
regard to the license tax laws 
have been sent out by the 
State Tax Commission: 

Begining October 1st, 1923, 
the Assessor is prohibited from 
assessing any motor vehicle for 
the tax year 1923. This tax will 
be assessed and paid after Oct. 
1st, 1924, when the taxpayer 
applies for license. 

When the taxpayer has al- 
ready made assessment in regu 
lar maner on motor vehicle, he 
is required, before he can se- 
cure a license to go to the as- 
sessor and get a certificate on 
form furnished by the State 
Tax Commission, showing that 
the motor vehicle was assessed, 
kind of car and amount of tax 
due. One copy of this is kept 
by the assessor and the other 
two given to the taxpayer. He 
takes these two copies to the 
Tax Collector. and _ pays 
amount due. The Tax Collec- 
tor keeps one copy and he re- 
ceipts the other copy, which is 
taken by the taxpayer to the 
Probate Judge who takes up 
this copy and _ issues license. 
The Tax Collector must post

Oklahoma City, Okla., Oct. 
2.—Returns late tonight from 
Tuesday’s state wide election 
showed that a constitutional 
amendment authorizing the 
state legislature to convene it- 
self to consider impeachinent 
charges against state officials 
had been carried by a tvemen- 
dous majority despite a procla- 
mation issued by Gov. Walton 
that no election should be 
held. 

A $30,999,000 benus mea- 
sure was defeated as were also 
two other constitutional «amend 
ments, one authorizing the 
state to refund deposits lost in 
failures of state banks and an- 
other providing death compen- 
sation under the state—indus- 
trial laws. 

Two measures that appar- 
ently carried on the face of re- 
turns from.approximately one 
fourth of the state legalized a 
minimum levy of fifteen mills 
for every school district in the 
state and removed political 
limitation from women, mak- 
ing them eligible for offices. 

The people of Oklahoma to- 
day gave a mandate to their 
legislature to assemble and re- 
view the official acts of Gov. 
J. C. Walton. 

The courts probably will be 
required to pass upon the 
legality of the order, but the 
citizens of the state, ingnoring 
the decree of the executive 
postponing the election, tested 
his threat to use force of arms 
to stay their suffrage and in- 
structed their representative at 
the polls in decisive manner. 

Every announcement of first 
returns throughout the state 
bore out the previous unoffi- 
cial indications that a legisla- 
tive amendment to permit; the 
legislature to assemble in im- 
peachment session without the 
call of the governor would be 
carried by a substantial ma- 
jority. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., Oct. 
2.—Governor J. C. Walton is- 
sued the following statement 
at 9:30 o’elock. 

“The fight on the Invisible 
Empire has just started in 
Oklahoma, | am still governor 
of the state.” 

At that hour the returns in- 
dicated that a majority of 250,- 
000 votes had been cast ina 
special election today for a 
measure opening the way for 
the state legislature to consider 
impeachment charges against 
him, 

Martial law status through- 
out the state will remain un- 
changed, the executive stated. 
Troops which had been held in 
reserve during the day for any 
emergency, were not used, and 
no disorders or vequests for 
services of guardsmen were 
received.

FINDS CONDITIONS GENERALLY IMPROVED 


Elba, Ala., Oct.5, 19238, 


To the Honorable W. L. Parks|CRIMINAL CASES ARE BE- 


Judge of the Circuit Court 
of Coffee County: 

We, the Grand Jury empan- 
elled by your Honor, respect- 
fully report as follows: 

There has been _ present- 
ments entered on our dockets, 
and a larg2 number of witness- 
es have appeared before us. 
We have endeavored to make 
diligent inquiries into all mat- 
ters coming before us, and re- 
turn herewith indictments in 
all cases we deem proper. We 
have likewise made inquiries 
into general conditions. We 


_ note that there have been 


fewer presentments made ait 
this term than is usual, and we 
think that conditions so far as 
law observance is concerned is 
some better, although in some 
sections it seems that there is 
a general lack of respect for 
law. We commend the activi- 
ties of the sheriff and his depu- 
ties in their efforts to enforce 
the law, but they need the help 
of all good citizens. We should 
all take cognizance of the fact 
that we have a criminal ele- 
ment among us, and that this 
element is active, and that if 
not held in check it will grow 
until it becomes a serious men- 
ace to law and order, in fact 
that condition has already ar- 
rived in some,sections. In many 
cases witnessés seem afraid to 
give testimony, and this leads 
us to the conclusion that unless 
our good citizens rally to the 
support of the officers and 
take a firm stand for law en- 
forcement, furnishing _in- 
formation. when they have it, 
that we can hardly expect any 
improvemen. in our criminal 
conditions. We surely owe it to 
our posterity to hand down to 
them the best country and the 
best community conditions pos- 
sible for them to live in. It is 
not a one man’s job, or the of- 
ficers job, to secure this, but it 
is a duty devolving upon every 
citizen. 

We return herein 24 indict- 
ments, 9 being for felonies, and 
15 for misdemeanors. 

Committees of our body 
have duly visited and inspect- 
ed the several County Offices, 
the Court House ,jail and alms 
house, and their reports are at- 
tached hereto and made a part 
of this report:. 

We find that the license in- 
spector has issued a number of 
citations to individuals to take 
out certain privilege licenses, 
and some to take out automo- 
bile license. We recommend 
that in each case that he make 
an immediate investigation to 
determine whether those cited 
are liable for the said licenses, 
and that he institute prosecu- 
tion in all cases in which he 
finds the licenses due. 

In conclusion we wish to ex- 
press our thanks to your Honor 
for the able and helpful charge 
delivered to us, and to the 
Solicitor, the Sheriff and ‘is 
deputies and our baliff’s for 
their aid, and now having com- 
pleted our labors we ask to be 
recessed.
